BEING URGED RDN FOR GOVERNOR 


Barton Admit* Friend* are Urging Hi* Candidacy 
For Gubernatorial Position But State* That He 
Ha* Given Them No Serious Reply-Barton Dis­ 
tinguished Himself in World War. 


(By Associated Press). 
SAN ANTONIO, April 25.—Adjutant General Thomas D. 
Barton is being urged by friends through the state to become a 
candidate for governor in 1924, according to local political 
leaders. Added credence is given the report by the fact that 
General Barton was a visitor in San Antonio yesterday. When 
asked last night if there was any truth in the report as to his 
prospective candidacy, General Barton smilingly replied that 
friends in various parts of Texas had requested him to make 
the race but that he had given no serious reply to the sugges­ 
tions. General Barton made an enviable record in the World 
War and received three of the highest decorations of honor, one 
from France, one from Italy and the other from the United 
States government. 
He was reappointed adjutant general of 
Texas in the March regular session of the State legislature.

The appearance of the VaUey or­ 
chards this year as compared with 
form er years wourd indicate that 
his estim ate does not approx mate 
the real value of those dem onstra­ 
tions. 
Deceased and insect infested 
orchards which 
in 
form er years 
were yellow of leaf, and with prac­ 
tically every fru it showing the cf 
fee ta of lack 
of proper care, are 
this year 
showing 
the effects of 
spraying. 
The leaves are no longei 
yellow or discolored, and the young 
fruit will have an opportunity U 
develop into citrus which will be e 
credit to the Valley, and which aril 
be a big factor in crest ng a m on 
extensive m arket fo r the V alley ci­ 
trus. 
C onditions Boon Studied 
There is probably no section ol 
the United 
States 
which 
derive, 
more profit from the agricultura’ 
extension service than the Lowei 
Rio Grande 
Valley, 
and 
there is 
probably no section where the as­ 
sistance of the experts of that ser­ 
vice is so vitally essential. 
The ser­ 
vice has been an im portant factor 
in promoting all progress in the de 
velopment of the resources of the 
Valley.

SUSTAIN THE FLOOD CONTROL LAW 


(Houston Post). 
Finance committees of both the house and senate of Texas 
legislature have been afforded an unusual experience in the ap­ 
pearance before them of a State officer demanding that an 
appropriation made for the conduct of his department be reduc­ 
ed. 
The action is so unusual, in fact, that it should be fully 
looked into. 
Major Arthur Stiles, State reclamation engineer, told mem­ 
bers of these committees Tuesday that his department did not 
need the $100,000 per year foj* two years appropriated by the 
regular session for the department’s share in conducting the to­ 
pographic and hydrographic survey of the State, preliminary 
to the launching of the project of flood control and conserva­ 
tion, and furthermore, that his department would not touch a 
cent of the money, if it were made available. 
He desired only 
the appropriation of something less than $50,000 asked for, 
he declared. 
In making the appropriation for the surveys provided for 
in the Rountree bill, the legislature decreed that the reclamation 
department should receive $200,000 and the board of water en­ 
gineers $400,000 during the next two years. 
Granting that 
Major Stiles is right in his view that the sum appropriated is 
not needed by his department, it would appear that he is rath­ 
er late in the day calling attention to the fact. 
The legislature 
had the subject of the surveys under consideraion for some 
length of time during the regular session. 
It is to be assumed 
that the members made some investigation of what the oxxst of 
the work would be before fixing the size of the appropriation. 
It is incredible that the committee which brought in the bill, 
after a study of the project, would recommend an appropria- 
ion larger than needed, or would be so careless as to provide for 
a duplication of the work. Nevertheless, this is apparently Ma­ 
jor Stiles’ contention, and if it requires investigation. 
If the 
surveys can be made for less money than appropriated, the 
taxpayers will be highly gratified. 
But this division of opinion over financing the work should 
not be allowed to influence the movement for the repeal of the 
survey law, which is now on foot at Austin. 
The project for 
eliminating the floods and conserving the flood waters for irri­ 
gation purposes is vital to the future of the State. The move­ 
ment is too big and important to be hampered or overthrown by 
controversies between State bureaus, out of which the pres­ 
ent trouble at Austin apparently grows. 
It ought to be possible to straighten out the financial end 
of the plan for surveys without impairing the plan itself. 
If 
there be duplication, eliminate it; if competent authorities agree 
that the work can be done more cheaply that at first estimated, 
reduce the appropriation to what is adequate. 
But to repeal 
the law would be a step backward. 
It would be to return to 
the old futile system of local effort at flood control. 
The pres­ 
ent law provides for a comprehensive, Statewide system. 
The 
people of the whole State are interested in its success, and 
they are depending on their representatives at Austin to sus­ 
tain this step forward that was taken at the regular session.

Bryan citizenship cannot appreci­ 
ate the full meaning of this state­ 
ment. 
They do not have a compar­ 
ative viewpoint 
like 
the outsider 
who who comes to live with them. 
This is even more true with the Bra­ 
zos county citizenship because the 
rural citizen has still less of an op­ 
portunity to see what other sections 
of this and other states have in the 
way of a local paper, and how lit­ 
tle of the 
papers* 
space is given 
free to the interests and affairs of 
their own people. 
If they could 
just know, as I know, the wonder­ 
ful difference, 
the 
Bryan Eagle 
would go into every home of Brazos 
county. 
During the past eight months I 
have been in a position to try the 
Eagle at 
every 
point, 
angle and 
corner, if a thing may be said to 
have all these. 
And to my delight, 
I have found the columns of the 
Eagle always open to whatever con­ 
cerns our county. In school affairs, 
no article, announcement, or pro­ 
gram has ever been too trivial or 
too long to find a place in the Ea 
gle; 
in 
Sunday 
school affairs, it 
has been the same; 
with the harm 
Bureau news, it is the same; with 
local school news 
notes and com­ 
munity happenings, 
its 
space has 
never been denied. 
To 
me, this 
speaks louder than anything they, 
the owners, might say in their own 
praise. 
“For ye shall know them 
by their fruits.” 
And this leads me to say this: 
If all of Us would be as loyal to the 
Eagle as the Eagle is to us— Bra­ 
zos county, what a paper we would 
have! 
To me the most beautiful 
thing about a people is their loy­ 
alty to each other. 
I love the loyal 
heart regardless of the skin cover­ 
ing it. 
I 
love 
the 
booster. 
The Eagle is a boostsr among boost 
era. 
It takes 
whatever 
we do of 
merit as individuals and as com­ 
munities and holds it up and says, 
“look and see what we are doing in 
Brazos county. 
And in doing all 
the things it is doing for us, it is 
making of itself a paper of such ser­ 
vice to its people that they are the 
first losers when they fail to sup­ 
port it loyally, both as subscribers 
and advertisers. 
Speaking of advertising, I feel 
like pointing a finger at every bus­ 
iness man in 
Brazos 
county who 
does not advertise and making these 
pointed remarks: 
The reason the 
Mail Order Houses are taking such 
sums of the ready cash out of the 
county is besause you air making 
no concerted effort to cope with 
heir advertising; 
the reason youi 
business does not grow is because 
,ou do not Give Service and Adver 
ase; 
you are nickel wise and dol 
ar blind to the wonderful possibil­ 
ities of advertising; 
you shut the 
july door to big success you have 
A?hen you shut your eyes to what 
your own local paper can do for 
you; 
and worst of all, you are a 
agger loser than your home paper 
is. 
You can talk all about loyalty 
to your paper you want to, and its 
a fine thing, but of far greater in 
terest to 
you, 
business 
men of 
Bryan 
and 
Brazos 
county, , 
should be the loss you are sustain-' 
ing through your failure to adver-1 
tise in the Eagle. 
I would bet any 
man in Bryan that if he will turn 
over or.i third of all his profits to 
me to use 
in 
advertising alone, I 
can double his business within three 
years. This sounds like a big thing 
to do within three years but it isn’t. 
It is being done over and over in 
other towns and states. 
Feeling this way about advertis­ 
ing in such a home paper ns the En­ 
gle, is it any 
wonder 
I feel sorry 
for the business man who hasn’t the 
nerve and forethought to plan ami 
carry out a systematic campaign <»t 
advertising? 
I made this statement 
not long ago and I make it again 
now. 
I CAN CUT THE MAIL OR­ 
DER

COUNTY HALF IN TWO WITHIN 
ONE YEAR. 
But 
instead of sit­ 
ting still and cussing the moil order 
houses, I would simply beat them 
at their own game. 
It can he done. 
What is needed is concerted action, 
wisely planned and carried out with 
nerve and confidence. 
I have spoken rather emphatical­ 
ly and earnestly about advertising 
I 
have not overdrawn in a single 
statement. 
My personal 
experience 
justifies the above conclusions. The 
experience of the big business men 
of the entire country are the same. 
It is systmatic and intensive adver­ 
tising that 
does 
it. 
When I say 
(•very business man should know th** 
value of advertising, I am thinking 
of his loss and not the papers. 
Of 
course, the paper loses. 
But I did not 
intend to say all 
I 
have said about advertising. What 
I 
wanted to express, and what I still 
want to get across is the fact thai 
tho Bryan Eagle 
stands out as 
the 
most 
public 
spirited, unbiased, 
whole-hearted and sanest paper I 
have ever met in any state, and U
